2. KISSINGER. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES DAMASCUS GWERTZMAN RE- 
PORTS SENIOR US OFFICIAL SAID YESTERDAY THAT TEAM OF US 
NAVY DEMOLITION EXPERTS HAD BEEN SENT TO SUEZ CANAL AT 
EGYPT'S REQUEST TO ADVISE CLEARING MINES AND OTHER EXPLO- 
SIVES. NEWSMEN WERE TOLD OF US ACTION-LATEST APPARENT 
SIGN OF IMPROVEMENT OF EGYPTIAN-US RELATIONS— SHORTLY 
BEFORE KISSINGER LANDED IN SYRIAN CAPITAL. KISSINGER 
WILL FLY TO TEL AVIV WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON AND THEN FLY TO 
CAIRO THURSDAY. HE PLANS RETURN TO ISRAEL FRIDAY TO RE- 
CEIVE ISRAELI PLAN FOR DISENGAGEMENT THAT HE WILL PRE- 
SENT THAT NIGHT TO SYRIANS IN DAMASCUS. US SENIOR OF- 
FICIAL SAID EGYPTIAN HAD ASKED US FOR TECHNICAL HELP IN

US OFFICIALS SAID KISSINGER PREPARED TO DISCUSS WITH SADAT

ASSISTANCE. OFFICIALS SAID THEY WERE AWARE OF IRONY OF 
INVITATION FOR US NAVY PERSONNEL AFTER RUSSIANS HAD SENT 
THOUSANDS OF MILITARY ADVISERS TO EGYPT THROUGH YEARS, 
ADDING THEY REGARDED EGYPTIAN DECISION TO ASK US FOR HELP 
ANOTHER SIGN CAIRO WAS INTERESTED IN CLOSER RELATIONS WITH 
US AND WAS WILLING TO RISK IRRITATION OF RUSSIANS. GWERTZ- 
MAN SAYS GROMYKO IS TO ARRIVE IN CAIRO FRIDAY. SENIOR

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2A. WASHPOST DAMASCUS BERGER REPORTS SENIOR OFFICIALS

HEATHROW AIRPORT TODAY KISSINGER WAS ASKED WHETHER THERE 
IS DEADLINE FOR TERMINATION OF EMBARGO, BEYOND WHICH HE 
WOULD SUSPEND EFFORTS TO GET MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT AS 
SUGGESTED BY NIXON. KISSINGER SAID WE HAVE NO PRECISE 
DATE IN MIND, ADDING PRESIDENT HAD BEEN SPEAKING GENERALLY 
TO INDICATE THAT VARIOUS EFFORTS SUPPORT EACH OTHER, 

THAT PROGRESS TOWARDS PEACE WILL SPELL PROGRESS TOWARD 
LIFTING EMBARGO. US OFFICIALS CONTINUED TAKE POSITION 
THAT PEACE EFFORTS WERE INDEPENDENT OF EMBARGO CONSIDER- 
ATIONS BECAUSE DISENGAGEMENT OF SYRIAN AND ISRAELI FORCES 
IS DESIRABLE ON OWN MERITS, ADDING WITHOUT DISENGAGEMENT
